The 1924'S suffered heavy 
wear and attrition at the time of issue and, although examples 
were enthusiastically pulled out of circulation in later years, it 
remains one of the most challenging issues of the series, even in 
circulated grades. Specimens are rare in MS65 condition, and 
virtually unobtainable any finer. 

The present coin is a charming Gem, with well-detailed design 
elements that show a full horn detail on the bison and just a trace 
of softness on the hair above the braid. The well-preserved surfaces 
radiate satiny mint luster under attractive shades of emerald-green 
and ice-blue toning.

Although the 
1926-S was heavily saved from circulation in later years, it remains 
a sought-after key to the series, especially in high grade. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice specimen that shows 
a better-than-average strike, with just a touch of the usual softness 
on the bison’s shoulder and the hair above the braid. The well- 
preserved surfaces are lustrous and appealing, with subtle highlights 
of greenish-gold and lavender toning.

The twenty cent denomination 
is one of the great failures in American numismatics. There was 
never any great need for it. Its use was limited to the West, where 
consumers would often pay a quarter for items worth a bit (one 
reale, or 12.5 cents) and receive a dime back in change. Copper 
did not circulate in the Pacific states, so consumers were often 
shortchanged by two cents. The twenty cent denomination was 
suggested by Nevada Senator John P. Jones as a way of solving 
that problem. It never caught on, and the denomination was 
abandoned for circulation in 1876, one year after it was first 
introduced. The 1875-S is the most plentiful issue in the short¬ 
lived series, claiming a mintage of 1.1 million coins. 

This Superb Gem nearly ranks among the finest survivors, 
surpassed by one example each at PCGS and NGC. Both sides 
are totally brilliant and brightly frosted with just a couple of 
microscopic ticks and a few wisps of pale gold color. Some stars 
are razor-sharp, others less so, and while the eagle’s talons are fully 
defined, the upper-left wing tip lacks detail.

The second delivery (18,164 pieces) did not 
take place until February 4, 1795, but most, or all, of those coins 
were probably dated 1794. Eleven die varieties are known for the 
date. This coin represents the popular 0-101, T-7 variety, with star 
15 pointing below the point of the bust and the berries arranged 
in a 10x11 arrangement on the reverse. The T-7 is a reasonably 
available variety, and a popular choice of first-year type collectors.

Among 1795 Flowing Hair half dollar varieties, the 0-132, T-27 is a 
singular rarity, with only a single specimen known to present day collectors. Despite diligent searching by hundreds of early half dollar collectors over 
the 137 years since collecting half dollars by die variety became popular, only two specimens of this incredibly rare variety have ever been reported, 
and one of those coins has not been seen in 89 years. This VG10 NGC coin is the only example certified by either of the leading grading services and 
the only specimen reported in recent times. Heritage Auctions is pleased to offer this fabulous rarity in just its second auction appearance. 

The 1795 Half Dollars 

Research by early half dollar specialist Steve Tompkins indicates Chief Engraver Robert Scot engraved all the master dies for the 1795 
Flowing Hair half dollars. Two major hubs were used for the obverse dies, one with the Normal Head (deeply scalloped truncation), 
and another with the Small Head (with a flatter truncation). Assistant Engraver John Smith Gardner probably produced many of the 
working dies. Nineteen obverse dies and 22 reverse dies were combined to produce 31 different die varieties for the date (discounting 
the likely erroneous 0-118 variety). Delivery warrants indicate a respectable mintage of 317,844 half dollars was accomplished in 
1795, but some of those coins may have been dated 1794. All the half dollars were delivered between February 4 and June 5 of 1795. 

The 0-132, T-27 Variety 

The extremely rare 0-132, T-27 variety combines Tompkins’ Obverse 19 with his Reverse Z. Obverse 19 features the Normal 
Head motif. The date is narrow and evenly spaced. Some recutting appears on the 7, and this coin shows an anomalous protrusion on 
the outside curve of the 9. The first curl rests between two points of star 1, touching the one on the left. The letters ER in LIBERTY are 
closely spaced at the base. Reverse Z displays 10 berries on the left side of the wreath, with five inside and five outside. Nine 
berries show on the right side of the wreath, four inside and five outside. The lower two berries are small, with no stems. Reverse Z is 
the only 1795 reverse die with this distinctive berry arrangement. This was the only use of the obverse die, which failed quickly, due 
to a die crack that developed through the letters ERTY. The reverse die was also used to strike the rare 0-101, T-28 variety of 1795. 

Early History of the Variety 

The first systematic research on early half dollar die varieties was compiled by prominent coin dealer John W. Haseltine and collector John 
Colvin Randall in the early 1880s. Their findings were published unilaterally by Haseltine in the auction catalog of his own collection in June 
of 1881. Known as the Haseltine Type Table, it was the standard reference on early half dollars for the next five decades. 

Unfortunately, the rare T-27 variety was unknown to Haseltine and Randall, and early students of the series remained unaware of this 
important die marriage until Martin Luther Beistle, of Shippensburg, Pennsylvania, published his landmark study on half dollars in 1929. 
Beistle formed an extensive collection of half dollars in the first quarter of the 20th century, buying many of his coins from old-time coin 
dealer David Proskey. With considerable financial backing by the redoubtable “Colonel” E.H.R. Green, Beistle published his well-regarded 
Register of Half Dollar Die Varieties and Sub Varieties in 1929. He identified a single specimen of the 0-132, T-27 variety, which he classified 
as his variety 10 C, noting, “Exceedingly rare; the only one I have seen and believe it to be unique.” The obverse of the coin was pictured 
on page xxv of Beistle’s book. The coin shown is from an earlier stage of the dies than the coin offered here, with the die crack through 
ERTY less advanced. The Beistle coin has never been seen in any collection since its 1929 appearance in his book, and its fate is one 
of the greatest unsolved numismatic mysteries of the 20th century. The coin may have been lost or misattributed after Beistle’s death in 
1935, in which case it may be masquerading as a mid-grade specimen of a more common variety in some old-time collection or estate. 

Whatever the fate of the Beistle T-27, it has not been seen publicly since 1929, and modern-day numismatists began to have serious doubts about 
the variety’s existence by the time A1 Overton published his United States Early Half Dollar Die Varieties in the early 1960s. The 0-132, T-27 variety 
was on the brink of being delisted when the coin offered here surfaced in 2000, to the amazement of the entire numismatic community. 

The Present Coin 

Manny Acosta purchased this coin over the counter at his coin shop in Southern California in July of 2000. With assistance from half dollar specialist 
Gary Beedon, Acosta attributed the new coin as the incredibly rare 0-132 variety. Comparison with the photograph of Beistle’s coin confirmed 
this was a different example, in a more advanced die state. The discovery was celebrated throughout the numismatic community and hailed as the 
most important half dollar find in decades. Acosta consigned this piece to the Goldberg’s auction of the Benson Collection, Part I, where it was 
described in lot 1728. The lot realized $39,100, a strong price for any half dollar at the time. The coin has been off the market ever since. 

An attractive VG10 specimen, this coin exhibits lightly abraded surfaces with attractive highlights of pale gold and lavender toning. The 
design elements were strongly impressed and retain some interior detail on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s feathers. The lettering and date 
remain bold, aside from the bottoms of RTY, where the fatal die crack has widened to become an internal cud. The coin is well-centered, with 
complete dentilation around the rims. The overall presentation is most appealing. To say this lot represents an important opportunity for 
early half dollar collectors is an understatement. For the collector of early half dollar die varieties, there is no replacement for this celebrated 
specimen and, once this opportunity passes, it may be decades before the coin is offered again. The discerning collector will bid accordingly.

The Overton-113 variety 
represents the only truly rare die pair dated 1823, and ranks among 
the challenging die marriages sought by serious variety specialists 
from the entire Capped Bust series. The position of stars 7 and 8 are 
key to confirming the variety, sitting closer to the cap than any other 
1823 variety. On the reverse, 50 and C. are more widely spaced 
than any other 1823 reverse and confirm the sole use of that die. 

The latest report from Steve Herrman (Spring, 2018) suggests 
that only 13 examples of the rare 0-113 are known. This is a 
solid VG8 example — smoothly worn, with pleasing lilac-gray 
patina and strong rims for the assigned grade. The devices show 
considerable wear but are fully outlined and problem-free. We note 
some short, minor abrasions in the left obverse field and an old 
scratch from the back of the cap toward star 9.

As a result, silver 
deposits were small at the Carson City facility and only 756,000

government storage were probably melted under the provisions of 
the Pittman Act in 1918. A few bags were also paid out over the 
years from the Treasury reserves. By the time of the GSA sales of 
the 1970s, only 4,123 examples were left for dispersal, and about 
500 of those coins were lesser-quality pieces.

With all 
the delays, the facility was only ready to begin coinage on October 
10, 1889. In the short interval between that date and the end of the 
year, a small mintage of 350,000 Morgan dollars was accomplished. 
A significant number of coins was released into circulation in the 
hard-money economy of the region, as the issue is seen most often 
in circulated grades today. Coins held in government storage were 
probably heavily melted under the provisions of the Pittman Act 
in 1918. A small number may have been released in later years, 
but only a single specimen was still in government hands when 
the GSA sales began in 1972. The 1889-CC is the most elusive 
Morgan dollar from the Carson City Mint today.

New Orleans produced 450,000 pieces and 
San Francisco 400,000. Philadelphia struck either just 12,000 
circulation-strike dollars in 1895 or none, depending on the school 
of thought that one entertains. Mint records indicate a coinage of 
12,000 pieces. Research by some suggests that this was an accounting 
error, and that the coins were not dated 1895. Other numismatists 
hold to the plausible idea that 12,000 circulation strikes were 
produced but were apparently later melted. The Chapman brothers, 
in later years, believed that no circulation strikes were made. In any 
case, there are no circulation-strike 1895 dollars known today. 

The Philadelphia Mint did strike 880 proof dollars in 1895. 
This small mintage was normal for proof coinage, and the coins 
were distributed through the sales of silver proof sets. As early as 
1896, proof sets of 1895 began appearing at auction, often with 
a note about the rarity of the dollar. This publicity led to many 
of the 1895 sets being broken up to access the dollar. Today, the 
1895 proof Morgan is no more rare than most other proof issues in 
the series, but it experiences unparalleled demand from date and 
mintmark collectors due to the absence of circulation strikes to fill 
the 1895 spot in a collection. It is also one of the most iconic key 
dates across all United States coinage series.

Created by Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the foremost American 
sculptor of the period, the high relief double eagle is widely 
acknowledged as America’s most beautiful coinage design. Like 
most examples of this issue, this specimen exhibits a raised fin, or 
wire rim, around the edge of the coin. This feature was created by 
metal extruding through the narrow gap between the collar and 
the die when the coin was struck. This fin was considered a defect 
at the time of issue, because it prevented the coins from stacking 
properly. Mint technicians worked successfully to eliminate 
this feature, by adjusting the dimensions and upset angle of the 
planchets, and coins struck late in the year have flat rims. The 
Wire Rim variant is more available than its Flat Rim counterpart, 
but present-day collectors prize both varieties more or less evenly.

The December 1907 
issue of The Numismatist addressed protests in the newspapers 
concerning the removal of “In God We Trust” from the new High

Gaudens. The author disagreed with the protests, arguing that the 
motto was introduced at a time of great national crisis and was 
inappropriate during peacetime: 

“Forty odd years of peace, growth, and corporation building 
puts a different aspect on the case, and places us indifferent 
of celestial influences. Take out the twenty centuries old 
eagle of Egypt and ‘E Pluribus Unum’ from the reverse of 
the new coin and in their places put a modern first class 
battle ship and the legend ‘In Our Navy We Trust.’ Then 
we will have something strictly up to date and distinctly 
Rooseveltian.” 

Nautical motifs aside, the coins are “distinctly Rooseveltian” 
in character, for both their impressive High Relief detail, and 
their overt symbolism is strongly tied to the sense of American 
progressivism around turn of the century. Today, examples are 
prized for exactly that: their beauty and historical significance. 
This example has rich, satiny mint luster and minimal contact 
marks that are widely scattered over each side and individually 
insignificant.

Saint-Gaudens originally intended 
what we now call the Ultra High Relief as his circulating coin for 
the twenty dollar gold piece. That was an unacceptable solution 
because of the multiple strikes and annealings required to produce 
a single coin. In the month after Saint-Gaudens’ death in early 
August 1907, President Roosevelt pushed the Mint to finally 
produce the Saint-Gaudens design. Between early September and 
the end of December, the Mint struck 12,367 High Relief twenties. 
Approximately 80% of the total mintage was struck with what was 
considered a production defect, the fin around part or all of the 
rim. This production defect was not corrected until late in the 
production run, but today the so-called Wire Rim variants are 
collectible in their right. The fin surrounds much of each side of 
this piece. Additionally, the surfaces are bright yellow-gold with 
numerous, grade-limiting contact marks scattered about, none of 
which are worthy of individual mention.

Secure. Congress authorized (along with several lesser 
denominations) a coinage of 3,000 fifty dollar commemorative 
gold pieces for the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, held 
in San Francisco in 1915. This was the largest gold denomination 
struck by the Mint for general distribution up to that time. One 
half of the coins were to be round, but the other 1,500 pieces were 
ordered to be struck “similar in shape to the octagonal $50 gold 
pieces issued in California in eighteen hundred and fifty-one,” 
according to the authorizing legislation of January 16,1915. 

Although equal numbers of the two varieties were struck, 
distribution totals were different. Buyers of the hefty fifty dollar 
gold pieces favored the Octagonal variant. The two varieties 
could be purchased together as part of a framed set of Pan-Pac 
commemoratives, but most buyers chose an individual coin 
or a cheaper Pan-Pac commemorative set that contained only 
one fifty dollar gold piece. In the case of the smaller sets and 
the individual coins, the Octagonal fifty dollar gold piece was 
requested more frequently than the Round. In all, 483 Round and 
645 Octagonal Panama-Pacific fifties were sold. The remainder of 
each issue was melted. 

Today, the Pan-Pac fifty dollar gold pieces are the most sought- 
after of all classic commemoratives. The Octagonal coin differs 
from the Round variant not only in shape, but in design — eight 
dolphins appear around the periphery on each side, occupying the 
voids created by the angular planchet shape. The dolphins were 
intended to represent the uninterrupted water route between the 
Pacific and Atlantic oceans created by that the newly completed 
Panama Canal. Due to the shape, the dolphins were omitted from 
the Round issue. The Octagonal coin may be slightly more plentiful 
than the Round variant today, but it is inherently more intriguing 
from numismatic, artistic, and historical perspectives. 

This example has luminous orange-gold surfaces with a lovely 
satin sheen. Pan-Pac fifties are known for often having strong eye 
appeal even in low grades, but this Select example is truly high- 
end for its designation. Close examination reveals only a few light 
grazes and lines on each side, and the strike is sharp. Eye appeal is 
outstanding.

Francisco sculptor Robert Aitken was not widely known outside 
of artistic circles before the 1915 Panama-Pacific Exposition, he 
certainly was afterward. Aitken was one of the artists chosen to 
participate in the fair, and he produced a number of works in 
addition to the designs he would create for the Mint’s fifty dollar 
gold pieces. 

Perhaps Aitken’s most prominent contribution was a series of 
four sculptures called The Four Elements, placed at the top of the 
main staircase leading to the gardens in front of the Court of the 
Universe. Alexander Stirling Calder, himself an acclaimed sculptor, 
described the work: “In spite of their imaginative themes, these 
massive works have the same gripping reality that characterizes all 
the later method of this sculptor.” 

Aitken also created The Fountain of Earth, which was placed 
at the center of the Court of Abundance. This work was composed 
of several smaller allegorical figures that symbolized “a conception 
of life with its sorrows, joys, hopes, and tragedies; its bright and its 
dark side ... .” When the National Sculpture Society exhibited the 
fountain in Buffalo, they wrote: 

“ ‘The Fountain of Earth’ by Robert Aitken has compelled 
the attention of the world of art and won the gold medal of 
honor in sculpture awarded by the Architectural League of 
New York in 1915. In this fountain, Aitken expresses the 
idea of man’s profound significance. In general it shows the 
development and growth of love from its lower to higher 
forms and the upward effect of that spiritualization upon 
the life of the earth.” 

In this same vein, Aitken was able to convey the rebirth of 
the city of San Francisco after the earthquake and fire of 1906, 
the completion of the Panama Canal, and the industrial and 
agricultural might of the state California through a form that 
harkened back to the days of the Gold Rush — a large Octagonal 
fifty dollar gold coin. Unlike Aitken’s other sculptural works, these 
“slugs” are available to present-day numismatists, art historians, and 
other likeminded enthusiasts. 

A total of 645 Octagonal coins were distributed in 1915. Many 
of them survive, although in varying states of preservation. Seldom 
are examples offered as fine as this near-Gem, and higher-graded 
representatives are rare. Few marks appear over finely textured 
yellow-gold surfaces that show original reddish accents. The relief 
elements are strongly brought-up, and we can see only a few thin 
lines on Minerva’s cheek and a tick near the owl’s eye that limit 
the grade. This is a tremendous example of one of the most popular 
designs in American coinage.

A 
number of die trials for double eagles are recorded in the Pollock 
reference, in the Judd pattern book, and in Don Taxay’s coinage 
encyclopedia. However, none of those listings match this piece. 
Likely unique and one of the highly important offerings from the 
Newman Collection.

Newman’s notes for this pattern reference the U.S. Mint 
National Archives from 1849, and state “reverse die for double 
eagle completed June 1849. Obverse die not ready until December 
22, 1849. A second obverse was made because the relief was too 
high and Longacre completed it Jan. 12, 1850.“

The 
clasped hands are seen on 1849 and 1850 Mormon territorial gold 
varieties, and the beehive appears on Rulau-UT-SL-4, the gold 
medals from the Deseret Agricultural and Manufacturing Society. 
According to Brigham Young University, the rare Do Your Duty 
tokens were issued by Peter Haws of the Nauvoo Agricultural 
and Manufacturing Association while the Mormons were in Iowa 
territory. This glossy olive-brown example is nicely struck and 
devoid of contact.

If you attempt to pay via eCheck and your financial 
institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the 
selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid.
